State in Franks Case Makes 
Vitriolic Attack 


Leopold and Loeb Show 
Strain of Continued Assault 


Smiles Disappear and Faces 
Become Haggard 


CHICAGO, Aug. 27.—Money was 
the motive back of the kidnaping 
of Bobbie Franks—-$10,000 ransom 
money... 

Murder was committed to hide 
the connection of Richard Loeb 
and Nathan Leopold, Jr., with a 
crime. 

Perjury and dishonesty mark the 
defense in the murder trial before 
Judge John S. Caverly. 

These were the points State's 
Attorney Robert E. Crowe sought 
to pound home today in the State's 
final argument in the Franks mur- 
der trial. Mr. Crowe did not finish 
his argument today, but tomorrow 
will see the finish of the “legal 
battle of a century.” There will be 
nothing left then except the pro- 
nouncement of sentence by Judge 
Caverly, which will not be made 
for two or three weeks, although 
the judge had indicated that when 


the State rested he would set a 
date for the fixing of the punish- 
ment. $3 

FACES SHOW STRAIN 

‘Weeks of listening to descrip- 
tions of how they killed little Rob- 
ert Franks, of their motives, of 
their emotions, of almost every 
single act of their lives, has 
brought lines to the faces of Loeb 
and Leopold. They look haggard, 
tired to the breaking point. 

Gone are the smiles that fea- 
tured their conduct earlier in the 
trial—witped out by the vitriolic 
speeches and forceful gestures of 
the prosecutor. : 

They smiled but once today, 
when Crowe, in a high tenor, 
rophesied: 

These two degenerates will have 
to be carried to the gallows. Har- 
vey Church thought he was with- 
out fear and he told his story with 
an air of braggadocio, but he was 
carried to the scaffold in a stu- 


r. | 

Pitiful grins those smiles, more 
like grimaces of pain. 

It was obvious that Mr. Crowe 
intended to leave no stone un- 
turned in his effort to introduce 
“Babe” apd “Dickie” to the hang- 
man. And the youths know it. 

With the prosecutor’s renewed 
attack on the competency of the 
defense alienists, he demanded a 
name for this “strange mental 
sickness invented for this case. 
From the outset the explosive ar- 
gument of Mr. Crowe drew the 
objections of defense counsel. 
Wrangles were frequent. 


CROWE IS PEEVED 

Once, visibly irked by the ob- 
jections, Mr. Crowe turned to the 
and shouted: 

ey have been quoting poetry 
and philosophy here for four days; 
don't see why we can't have a 
little citation from the law. 

We have heard everything that 
ia in the medical books and a great 
deal that never got into the books 
from the three wise men of the 
East, brought in by the defense, 
but they haven't ventured to give 
this mental disease of these de- 
fendants a name.“ 

The prosecutor waxed sarcastic. 

“They say.” he scoffed, that 
Loeb had no ambition, and there- 
fore was mentally sick. Then 
they say Leopold had great am- 
bitions, and therefore was mental- 
ly sick. 

The defense telis us that Loeb 
poisoned his mind by reading de- 
tective stories. So did I. I remem- 
ber crawling under the bed to 
read Nick Carter and when I was 
at Yale I still enjoyed mystery 
novels. That's not abnormal. 

“But the doctors said Loeb read 
good books—Dickens and Thack- 
eray.” 

Mr. Crowe pointed out other 
conflicting bits of evidencé, also. 
The defense, he declared, con- 
tended Loeb murdered the Franks 
boy for a thrill. But the doctors

Mr. Crowe thought the problem

They decided not to kidnap this 
youth, however, because he wag 
too large. They wanted a small boy 
like Robert ks, whom they 
new, because such a boy would 
go with them willingly. They had 
to kill the boy as a matter of self- 
preservation, because the victim 
would recognize them and connect 
them with the kidnaping. 

The motive for the murder was 
the same as the motive of the 
robber who is caught at work. He 
does not go in to kill but to rob, 
Mr. Crowe said. The killing of 
Bobbie Franks was to escape ap- 
prehension. The prosecutor out- 
lined it as a very simple cycle. 

After building up his own case. 
Mr. Crowe attacked the defense as 
dishonest. He used the phrases, 
“perjury with a purpose,” “lying 
alienists,” “perjured witnesses,” to 
illustrate his opinion. “Who are 
the tricksters in this case?” he 
asked after he had charged that 
some attorney, some doctor, or 
some member of the families of 
the two boys had gone to them in 
jail and suggested the dreams 
and “fantasies” which they should 
tell the alienists who were hired to 
discover that they were suffering 
from a mental disease. The dis- 
honest defense was necessary, Mr. 
Crowe charged, because the guilty 
youths were “trapped like rats.” 
“MURDER IN HIS HEART” 
Richard Loeb had murder 
his heart—he even planned to — 
young Leopold.

LONG BEACH, Aug. 27.—John 


Aaron Jordan, so-called super-big- 
amist, said to be the husband of 
elx wives, was arrested again here 
today on a charge of bigamy and 
will be given a preliminary hear- 
ing before Justice Brayton on Sep- 
tember 19. A similar charge of 
bigamy was dismissed when. Jor- 
dan was arraigned in Judge Bray- 
ton's court several days ago, but he 
wae rearrested at that time and 
held for Federal authorities in 
connection with the death of his 
last wife in Rainier National Park 
on July 25, last. 

In the new bigamy complaint, 
Jordan is charged with marrying 
Mrs. Grace Clark, a widow, in 
Denver, in 1917, and Sadie Kess- 
ler of Long Beach on February 2. 
last, without having first obtained 
a divorce or other legal separa- 
tion from three former wives.

OF REVOLT 


Threat Follows Senate's 
Refusal to Confirm Wood 
Appointment in Lanao 


(BY CABLE AND ASSOCIATED PRESS) 

MANILA, Aug. 27.—A delega- 

tion of Moros from Lanao Prov- 
ince, which is here now, threatens 
a revolution within a month un- 
less the Philippine Senate con- 
firms the appointment of Maj. 
Charles E. Livingstone as Gover- 
nor of Lanao. 
Maj. Livingstone was appointed 
by Gov.-Gen. Wood several months 
ago, but the Senate rejected the 
nomination on the 2ist inst. 

Leaders in the Senate have told 
the Moro delegation that Living- 
stone cannot be confirmed as that 
would be a deviation from the pol- 
icy of the Filipino government in 
filling offices. During the debate 
in the Senate on the appointment 
it was also alleged that the ad- 
ministration code provided that 
either a member of the provincial 
board or provincial treasurer shall 
be appointed when a vacancy oc- 
curred in a governorship. 

The Senate leaders have told 
the Moro delegation that if the 
Moros could agree upon a Moro 
or Christian Filipino for governor, 
they would use their efforts to have 
him appointed and confirmed. 


| Further conferences between the 


Moros and Senate leaders are to 
be held. 

Gov. Wood is absent from Ma- 
nila or an inspection trip, having 
been gone since before the Senate 
rejected Maj. Livingstone’s ap- 
pointment. No announcement has 
been made as to what action he 
plans to take in the matter.

WHAT WILL SHE DO? 

It now remains to be seen wheth- 
er Germany will prove to be thank- 
ful to us. It has been stated in this 
respect that the day we entered the 
Ruhr, in January, 1923, we declared 
to Germany that our troops entered 
there only for the purpose of pro- 
tecting our engineers and our cus- 
toms officials. This being the case, 
it was added, since our engineers 
and our officials are going on ac- 


count of the application of the 


Dawes report, our troops also must 
depart. It is an engagement of hon- 
or that we took, it is said. We are 
obliged to carry it out. 

Nothing could be less correct 
than that argument. In January, 
1923, I myself drew up and signed 
the notification to Germany. I told 
them it was true that our troops 
were coming with. our engineers 
and our customs officials, but I 
ndded if Germany did not give loy- 
nl collaboration if disturbances oc- 
curred, if.outrages were perpetrat- 
ed, we would resort to whatever 
measures of coercion and constraint 
we might consider to be appropri- 
ate. 

Now, then; collaboration with us 
was refused, disturbances occurred, 
outrages were committed, and we 
were forced to modify the charac- 
ter and importance of our occupa- 
tion. So it was that at the very 
beginning of resistance I made an 
appoirtment with the Belgian gov- 
ernment and in Paris and in Brus- 
sels we publicly declared that we 
would only leave the Ruhr at the 
same time as and in proporti to 
Germany's payments. 


That decision of the two govern- 
ments: has been many times re- 
called not only to Germany, but 
to England also. It was even re- 
called to the experts when they 
commenced their work. And so it 
was that the latter took good care 
to abstain from writing a single 
word against the occupation. They 
asked that the economical and 
financial unity of the Reich be re- 
established, nothing else. Their 
report, therefore, authorizes us to 
leave our troops temporarily in the 
Ruhr. That is what Dr. Strese- 
mann himself has very loyally just 
admitted before the Reichstag. 
How long is this temporary occu- 
pation to last? We had announced 
“it will cease at the same time and 
in the proportion to Germany's 
payments,” and it goes without 
saying that by payments we meant 
either payments in cash or de- 
liveries in kind or the sale of bonds 
for reparations (like those the is- 
suance of which was provided for 


London fairly worsted by the con- 
cessions which were wrested from 
us: however, it is still the experts 
plan, if not for us who know the 
whole truth, at any rate it remains 
so for public opinion, which judges 
things summarily. What must be 
done so that the country (with- 
out too much trouble) shall swai- 
low the pill which it is going to 
find a little bitter? 

„There is only one way out of 
it and that is to say that the ex- 
perts’ plan itself was but 4 last 
resort and that, if we were obliged 
to realize the cruel necessity of 
accepting it, it is through the fault 
of .those whe occupied the Ruhr 
and who had previously refused 
to bonsider a much better plan.

UNJUST CONCLUSION 

M. Blum's conclusions are in- 
deed as unjust as they are unjusti- 
fied. To begin with, from the point 
of view of France, the Dawes plan 
has the advantage over the Bonar 
Law plan. It does not fix a short 
time limit for annual payments as 
dia the latter. In the Dawes plan 
these payments will have to con- 
tinue until Germany has settled 
her debt. The total of this debt is 
not reduced. It remains that which 
was established by the Reparations 
Commission in 1921. 

In the second place the Bonar 
Law plan did not in any way take 
into account the future prosperity 
of Germany. The experts, on the 
contrary, stated that it seemed to 
them to be necessary the creditor 
nations should participate progres- 
sively in Germany's wealth and, to 
insure this gradual participation 
they established what they called 
an “index of prosperity.“ the ob- 
ject of which was to figure up year 
by year the development of German 
resources, following the movements 
of population, of commerce, of cer- 
tain budgetary expenditures, of 
railway traffic and of several cate- 
gories of taxes. 

These are two causes which ren- 
der the Dawes plan superior. But 
there are still more important 
ones. 

What is the use of drawing up 
fine tables of annuities, what is the 
use of piling up figures on paper if 
nobody knows either when or how 
Germany will pay? She will cer- 
tainly not pay if she is indefinite- 
ly permitted not to pay. Now then, 
on the very eve of our entrance 
into the Ruhr, Bonar Law refused 
to become associated in the slight- 
est taking of pledges. I do not re- 
call this in a spirit of criticism. 
I very much esteemed Bonar Law. 
He waé a sincere friend of France. 
It was to our country that he 
came to seek the re-establishment 
of his failing health. Personally, 
I have entertained the best of re- 
lations with him. Chance would 
even have it that we had common 
attachments. He was a member 
of Parliament for Clascow. of 
which I am a citizen. He succeeded 
me as lord rector at the university 
of the great Scottish city. 

I will add that he was a charm- 


ring man, refined, timid and always 


very loyal. But he never ceased 
telling me, “I have my public 
opinion to deal with, as you have 


Will not hear of pledges being 
mentioned.“ In spite of my insist- 
ence he remained irreducible. 


WANTED PLEDGES 

In France we thought on the 
contrary that if we granted Ger- 
many a moratorium whieh she 
asked for we could not do so with- 
out guarantees and without 
pledges. We were convinced that 
{ff for three or four years we al- 
lowed Germany the right and free- 
dom of paying nothing or of pay- 
ing very little, that at the end of 
the moratorium she would refuse 
to return to regular payments. It 
was the establishment of this dis- 
agreement between England and 
ourselves which compelled us to 
enter the Ruhr without her. 

But exactly the thesis, which, 
in January, 1923, we tried in vain 
to get Bonar Law to adopt, has 
been reached by the experts’ re- 
port, They organized such a sys- 
tem of pledges that it would have 


been really difficult to hope for a 


better one. They turned over the 
German railroads to a company, 
half the directors of which are 
named by a trustee and there is a 
commissary chosen by foreign di- 
rectors and given most extensive 
powers. The receipts are to be 
handed over to the agent general 
in charge of reparation payments. 
Industrial bonds guaranteed by 
the German government are cre- 
ated and also have to be turned 
over to a trustee designated by 
the Reparations Commission. Fur- 
thermore, several categories of 
revenues are turned over as guar- 
antees—alcohol, tobacco, beer and 
sugar customs. If their estimated 
annual returns are superior to the 
annual payments to be offered by 
Germany the surplus, of course, is 


to be returned to the Reich gov- 


ernment, 

But it is the agent-general who 
receives everything and who fig- 
ures out the surplus to be re- 
turned. Therefore, in reality the 
experts in the interest of the Al- 
lied countries provide for what 
really amounts to the financial

But in leaving before the term 
of one year we reverse parts.

good, we await your work.“ I am 
afraid that sooner or later we 
might be poorly rewarded for our 
generosity. In order more easily 
to put through some of the con- 
cessions certain of our most influ- 
ential political men. among them 
a Socialist of great worth, Leon 
Blum, resorted to a rather singu- 
lar tactic. 


Leon Blum, who comes from a 
very honorable family of Alsatian 
Hebrews and who is himself a 
very gallant man, has for the last 
few years been taking ever-in- 
creasing authority in the Chantber. 
He has been a distinguished func- 
tionary. he is a cle er lawyer, he 
has also attracted attention as a 
writer but he is, above all a 
fascinating Parliamentary orator.

If Germany nad not had the de- 


sire to restcre her economical un- 


ity of recovering the factories and 
mines of her richest province of 
releasing her great industrial men 
from the ties which we had im- 
posed upon them, she 
would not have agreed to submit 
to the regime projected by the ex- 
perts. Germany decided to accept 
this regime because following an 
expression of the same Mr. Bonar 
Law we “held her by the throat” 
and also berause we were com- 
mencing to make her disgorge. 
Indeed, the cash receipts which 
we collected in the first four 
months of 1924 reached a total of 
697,400,000 francs. Our running 
expenses reached 12,800,000 francs 
and the net income is, therefore, 
684,600,000 francs. Furthermore, 
France, Belgium and Italy re- 


ceived in the shape of deliveries in 


kind, 321.900.000 francs. In the 
same period the total running ex- 
penses in common for the: three 
countries amounted to 75,400,000 
francs, and the net profit on de- 
liveries in kind is 541,900,000 
francs for four months.

I am willing to believe that 
these good people who have suf- 
fered so much under German 
domination exaggerate a little. I 
hope that if the loan and bonds 
which the experts have provided 
for—are floated ani if the Dawes 
plan is carried out that the inter- 
nationalization of the shares of 
Germany's debt, the pledges taken 
therefor and the control estab- 
lished will cause Germany to re- 
spect her signature. 

But it would have been to the 
advantage of the lenders them- 
selves as well as to that of the 
creditor states for France not to 
give up her post of inspection too 
soon.

LAND OFFICE GRANTS 
PAYMENT EXTENSION 


ARE GIVEN UNTID NEXT 
YEAR 


(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 

PHOENIX, Aug. 27.—The Unit- 
ed States Land Office at Washing- 
ton has granted until March 5, 
1925, for completion of payments 
on town lots bought in Parker, this 
extension, one of many that have 
been allowed. Early in May, 1910, 
at the time of the completion of 
the Santa Fe cutoff line, about 
600 lots were sold in the newly 
laid out town ot Parker, in which 
3000 lots had been staked. The 
townsite was on government land.

Edson J. Chamberlin For- 
mer President of Grand 
Trunk, Dies at Pasadena

PASADENA, Aug. 27.—Edson J. 
Chamberlin, former president of 
the Grand Trunk system and one 
of the early and famed railroad 
builders of this country, died at his 
Pasadena home today following a 
long illness. For years the Cham- 
berlins have resided here. 

The railroad executive's body 
will be taken back to St. Albans, 
Vt., next Saturday for burial in 
the family mausoleum. He is sur- 
vived by a widow, a brother, F. E. 
Chamberlin of New York, aud a 
sister, Mrs. M. C. Gardner of Gar- 
dener, Me. They were all at his 
bedside at the time of his death. 

Mr. Chamberlin was born in 1852 
and began his railroad career as a 
timekeeper at St. Albans. Years 
after he became superintendent of 
the same railroad. Later, he was 
made private secretary to the gen- 
eral manager and following that 
operated the cgmpany himself. He 
operated the densburg and Lake 
Champlain Railroad and the Cen- 
tral Vermont steamers for years. 
He was elected president of the 
Grand Trunk Pacific Railroad in 
1909 and remained in this position 
until he retired. 

Brief services will be conducted 
by Rev. Robert Freeman, pastor of 
the Pasa dena Presbytertan Church, 
before the body is shipped east.

The wreckage, 
a twisted mass of steel and tim- 
bers, will not be cleared for days.

About 428,000,000 — are 
printed yearly by the government, 
at a cost of $6,420,000, or about 
1% cents each. The detertoration 
of the currency through frequent 
handling compels periodical chem- 
ical washings and a large replace- 
ment for the bills rendered useless 
by constant circulation. 
For the first time the govern- 


ment paid its Washington em- 
ployees in silver dollars a few 
weeks ago and it is understood 
that the practice will continue. The 


| plan advanced jn Washington pro- 


vides for the coining of increased 
amounts of the silver dollars, and 
in addition the minting of a token 
coin, which would have the value 
of a dollar in silver, although 
much smaller and lighter than the 
real dollar. The Treasury Depart- 
men would hold in ite vaults silver 
to the full value of the coins in 
circulation before this proposal 
could be put into practice. 

Aside from the potentialities of 
the domestic market, the silver 
producers are meeting with a 
mounting demand from their two 
chief customers, India and En- 
gland. Silver shipments from this 
country to London in July amount- 
ed to $4,045,198, compared with 
$4,095,718 in June. Both monthly 
records are the highest in many 
years. To India the shipments 
from the United States were 
| $4,788,566, against $3,051,488 in 
June.

Banker Talks of Difference Between Investment and

Safety of principal, certainty of

These are the elements of a 
sound investment. George R. Mar- 
tin, vice-president and manager of 
the bond department of the Se- 
curity Trust and Savings Bank, 
now known as the Security Com- 
pany, told the Burbank wanis 
Club yesterday noon. 

There is as much difference be- 
tween investment and speculation 
as there is between an election 
forecast and the actual result. The 
investor tries to eliminate all risk; 
the speculator is always conscious 
that he is assuming risk.

The proposed con- 
stitutional amendment was predi- 
cated upon one submitted to and 
disapproved by the voters at the 
general election of 1922. The voters 
in the southern part of the State 
ratified the amendment, but those 
in the north defeated it. 

The primary purpose of the 
measure is twofold; first, to fa- 
cilitate the sale to residents of 
California of so-called foreign“ 
stock, bond and debenture issues, 
which now have a poor market 
here because of their  taxability; 
second, to encourage nonresidents 
who own foreign securities to es- 
tablish a domicile in California and 
thereby submit their securities to 
taxation here. 


HOW IT WILL WORK 


The bill provides that any per- 
son, after it becomes a law, may 
take or send to the office of the 
Tax Collector in the county in 
which he resides any of his foreign 
securities and may pay to such Tax 
Collector a tax at the rate of 20 
cents per year on each $100 of the 
face value of such security for one 
or more years not exceeding five 
and the Tax Collector shall there- 
upon affix stamps to such security 
showing the tax had been paid and 
up to what date. 

It is expected that by taxing for- 
eign securities at a moderate rate 
it will encourage their disclosure 
for tax purposes and thus increase 
the revenue of the State. At the 
same time it will encourage the sale 
of foreign securities to residents of 
California and also encourage non- 
residents who own foreign securi- 
ties to establish a domicile here and. 
submit themselves and their per- 
sonal property to taxation.

INSURANCE NEWS 


MUNICIPAL SELF-INSURANCE 
Municipal self-insurance, funda- 
mentally, is a species of gambling. 


since with scientific risk bearing 
there is a virtual guarantee that 
contributions—that is, the 
premiums—will at least approach 
a point of balance with the losses. 
With municipal insurance not only 
no such certainty is present, but 
far too often annihilation of the 
fund comes before it 
started to accumulate. 


Municipal insurance is not a new 
thing. It has been tried out in 
England for the last three-quarters 
of a century, but only in nine cities 
and these were of sufficient size to 
give a kind of warrant to the at- 
tempt because of the material sav- 
ing which, with good luck, might 
have been expected. 

In the United States the first 
municipal insurance fund was es- 
tablished by the city of Philadel- 
Phia in 1904. Since then ten cities 
have followed suit. Two or three 
of these funds already have aban- 
doned it, and operation of the re- 
mainder, up to the present, is 
meeting with varying success—in 
no case pronounced. 

Twenty years, at the most, is al- 
together too short a period to 
Judge of any insurance venture, so 
that the American precedent is of 
no real value, and municipal self- 
insurance remains still a hazardous 
experiment. And it must be borne 
in mind that both in this country 
and abroad attempts at municipal 
self-insurance have been confined 
to places of considerable extent, 
where risks are widely scattered, 
where values are high enough to 
make the savings in premiums 
worth while, and where failure 
would be borne by enough people 
to make the individual burden tol- 
erable, if not exactly pleasant. 


There is at least one outstand- 
ing failure. About sixteen years 
ago an insurance fund was estab- 
lished in Montreal, and when. in 
the spring of 1922, the City Hall 
was destroyed by fire, the fübd 
had reached a total of $209,000.

The suggestion was made to Mr-

goln (Neb.) speech Friday night

the experts’ plan during the cam- 
paign and for that reason he had 
issued no public statement recent- 
lv when the Allies and Germany 
reeched an agreement on inaugu- 
ration of the plan. 

Mr. Pawes set forth two reasons 
why he could not discuss the plan 
during the campaign. 

First, he doesn't desire to make 
political capital out of what was 
undertaken and carried through as 
a nonpolitical task. 

Second, he fears that any dis- 
cussion of the plan on his part 
might hinder Owen D. Young and 
his assistants in putting the plan 
into effective operation. 

Mr. Dawes got quickly back to 
work today following his return 
last nigh. from his speaking trip 
to Maine and the only things that 
reminded him that today was his 


were the receipt of several birth- 
day greeting messages and a din- 
ner which he and Mrs, Dawes gave 
tonight for about thirty of their 
friends, including members of his 
office staff here and the newspa- 
per correspondents who had ac- 
companied the nominee to Maine. 

He spent the morning at work en 
his Lincoln address and it was in- 
timated afterward that he would 
treat some phases of the question 
“without glovea’’ and the old home 
folks in Lincoln probably would be 
treated to some verbal hotshots 
similar to those which character- 
ized the August speech.

SHANGHAI, Aug. 27.—The Chi- 
nese National Opium Zone Associa- 
tion, which has just completed its 
conference here, has issued a man!i- 
festo stating that the political un- 
rest in the world generally, com- 
bined with the internal warfare in 
China, is responsible for the com- 


opium question. 


and the opium traffic has become a 
farce and that revenues from the 
opium traffic ere so great that the 
Chinese military commanders are 
unable to resist the temptation to 
replenish their war treasury by en- 
gaging in the opium business. In 
some provinces whole armies are 
supported by the opium business, 
the manifesto says. 

“It is now an open secret that 
the opium traffic in China has be- 
come general and that smuggling is 
rampant in all the large cities, as 
Canton, Shanghai, Tientsin and 
Hankow,” the manifesto continues. 
“Chinese steamers as well as for- 
eign steamers are involved in the 
smuggling and rascals of all na- 
tions are engaged in the opium 
business along the Chinese coast.”

The Finn-Johnson political machine, rout- 
ed two years ago in the gubernatorial race 
and defeated in subsequent contests here 
and there in California, apparently made a 
recovery in San Francisco, where partial 
returns show the defeat of all Senatorial 
and Assembly candidates pledged to gov- 
ernmental retrenchment. Outside of San 
Francisco the attempt of Senator Johnson 
and his political satellites to gain control 
of the Legislature met generally with dis- 
aster, defeat being particularly emphasized 
in the case of Assemblyman Cleary of Mo- 
desto, for whom Johnson and several of 
his advisers made a personal campaign. 

Success for the power-bond issue in Los 
Angeles city was expected. The bonds were 
generally supported and had no organized 
opposition. A continuation of the able poli- 
cy of the present Board of Supervisors is 
assured by the apparent re-election at the 
primary of Chairman McClellan and of Su- 
pervisors Wright and Bean. 

The renomination of Congressman Fred- 
ericks, with the virtual certainty of his re- 
election in November, assurés the retention

conscientious members of the House of Rep- 
resentatives and guarantees effective rep- 
resentation not only for the Tenth District, 
but for Southern California as a whole. It 


is regrettable that, in the effort to defeat 


Capt. Fredericks, a campaign of lies and 
scurrility was indulged in by interests op- 
posing him and that inexcusable and out- 
efforts were made to misrepresent 
his attitude on various important issues. 
His victory over such odds is a striking 
tribute to him as a man and as a public 
official, and his renomination likewise con- 
stitutes a real rebuke to the unscrupulous 
attacks upon him. | 

Asa Keyes, nominated for District Attor- 
ney, doubtless will be elected in November. 
If he is able to accept the significance of 
the relatively large vote polled by an op- 
ponent virtually unknown to the general 
electorate of Los Angeles city and -county 
it is possible that the conduct of his office 
may be materially improved.

So many 
persons who had gone to Nevada 
to get their divorces are now goin 
to Mexico. The excursion will sail 
from New Orleans on the Soth 
inst. for Merida. Yucatan. At 
reports eighteen persons, two of 
had been booked. 
The would-be divorcees have been 
going together so as to co-operate 
on touriste’ costs and have con- 
genial company, according to the 
maxim that misery loves company. 

The famous divorce law of 
Yucatan has deen applicable to 
Americans since the United States 
recognized Mexico. Mr. Saenz says 
a divorce obtained by an American 
in Yucatan is legal in the United 
States, he ts advised: anyway. 
scores of Americans think it ts and 
are acting accordingly. The Yuca- 
tan law has been extant since 
April, 1923,-when it was enacted 
by the Socialist government of the 
State. The divorce laws of other 
Mexican States are about the same 
as the laws in this country. 


PROCEDURE SIMPLE 

The procedure is extremely sim- 
ple and not very costly. The man 
or woman of American citizenship 
seeking a Yucatan divorce must 
first bring his marriage license to 
the local Mexican Consul to have 
it certified. This costs a consular 
fee of $5. Then, after residing 
thirty days in Yucatan, the divorce | 
may be applied for and promptly

granted on a wide latitude of 
charges. 
It costs from $25 to $199 to file 


the marriage certificate upon ar- 
rival at Merida, and the court fee 
when the divorce is obtained is 
$20 if there are no children and 
$75 if there are. The divorced man 
may marry at once under the 
Yucatan law; the woman must 
wait 300 days. This apparently 
accounts for the fact that so many 
more men than women are mak- 
ing the pilerimage to th@ new di- 
vorce Mecca.

Milliner and Wife Shot by 
Fighter; Mrs. Mors Buried in East 


States evidence against Kid McCoy, ‘accused of murder, was tight- 
ened yesterday by the taking of the statements of Sam and Anna 
Schapp, who were shot by McCoy in their millinery shop on the morn- 
ing of the 13th inst. The Schapps were friends of Mrs. Teresa W. 
Mors, of whose murder McCoy is accused. 


The statemente were taken by 
Detective Lieutenant King of the 
District Attorney's office at the 
home of the Schapps. Detective 
King also was making arrange- 
ments to take a statement from 
William G. Ross, millionaire, who 
was wounded by McCoy on the 


same morning, according to Capt. 
Walter D. Hunter.

which indicted McCoy, because of 
their wounds. Without their tes- 
timony, however, the ex-fighter 
was indicted for the murder of 


Mra. Mors, and for four counts 


of robbery, and three of assault 
with intent to commit murder. 

McCoy spent yesterday anxious- 
ly waiting for word from his 
mother, Mrs. Mary Selby. who is 
said to be dying. The aged mother 
of the fighter was stricken with 
a heart attack after his arrest, 
and has beer lingering between 
life and death since. .She cannot 
recover, according to Dr. B. E. 
Fullmer, her physician. 

An echo of the tragedy of Mrs. 
Mors’s death reached here vester- 
day, with the story of her funeral 
in New York City. Hundreds of 
persons crowded into the Harlem 
Funeral Chapel, 239 Lenox ave- 
nue, to Esten to the Jewish fu- 
neral rites conducted by Rabbi Ed- 
ward Lissuan. 

Among the crowd were the dead 
womans parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
Joseph Weinstein, and a sister, 
Mrs. Morris Stein. Mrs. More was 
buried in the Mount Zion Céme- 
tery at Maspeth, L. I. 

McCoy will today appear in 
Judge Crail’s court, when his at- 
torney.
